2. SOMMERFELT SAID THE NORWEGIAN GOVERNMENT WAS VERY

READ THE DEPUTY SECRETARY'S SPEECH IN NEW ORLEANS ON THIS 
SUBJECT. HE WONDERED HOW WE RESOLVED THE ISSUE AS TO HOW 
TO CONTINUE TO HELP THE POOR PEOPLE OF THE WORLD AND AT THE 
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SAME TIME SUPPORT HUMAN RIGHTS. HE ALSO ASKED ABOUT THE 
DILEMMA PRESENTED BY THE LESS DEVELOPED COUNTRIES (LDC). 

3. THE DEPUTY SECRETARY SAID THESE ARE TOUGH AND AGONIZING

CONFERENCE IN ITSELF WAS MOST DESIRABLE AND THAT WE SHOULD 
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ALL LOOK FORWARD TO ANOTHER USEFUL MEETING IN MADRID. 

8. SOMMERFELT SAID HE WAS SURPRISED TO HEAR FROM DANISH 
PRIME MINISTER JORGENSEN THAT PRESIDENT CARTER BELIEVED 
THE US COULD LIVE WITH WHAT COMES OUT OF BELGRADE. 
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9. THE DEPUTY SECRETARY SAID HE WAS PRESENT AT THE MEET- 
ING WITH JORGENSEN AND WHAT THE PRESIDENT SAID WAS CON 
SISTENT WITH HIS EXPLANATION OF OUR VIEWS ON BELGRADE. 

THE PRESIDENT SAID A SHORT STATEMENT WAS THE PREFERRED 
CHOICE OF THE AVAILABLE OPTIONS AT BELGRADE. IT KEEPS THE 
WEST TOGETHER AND IT TENDS TO AVOID A DOCUMENT WHICH WAS 
LENGTHY BUT STERILE. TO THE AMBASSADOR'S ASSERTION THAT 
HE HAD BEEN HEARING PESSIMISTIC REPORTS ABOUT BELGRADE. THE 
DEPUTY SECRETARY THOUGHT THIS WAS BECAUSE PEOPLE WERE NOW 
FOCUSING ON THE LANGUAGE OF A FINAL COMMUNIQUE. WE SHOULD 
NOT LET THE DEBATE OVER THE TEXT OF THE PUBLIC STATEMENT 
OVERSHADOW THE ACCOMPLISHMENTS OF THE CONFERENCE ITSELF. 
THE HELSINKI FINAL ACT IS A GOOD ACT AND THE REVIEW AT 
BELGRADE DOES NOT WEAKEN IT IT CAN ONLY STRENGTHEN IT. 

10. IN REPLY TO THE AMBASSADOR'S QUESTION ABOUT WHETHER 
THE BELGRADE CONFERENCE WOULD HAVE A NEGATIVE EFFECT ON 
THE SALT NEGOTIATIONS, THE DEPUTY SECRETARY SAID THAT 

DOES NOT BELIEVE THAT BELGRADE HAS HAD ANY DIRECT EFFECT 
ON SALT.
